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Professor  James  M.  Cameron  1910-1995:  "a  right  state  of  heart"

Professor  James 
M.  Cameron  died 
peacefully  in  Wel- 
li-sley  Hospital, 
Toronto,  on  14  De- 
cember after  suffer- 
ing a  stroke  several 
days  before.  He  had 
spent  his  final  years 
of  retirement  in  To- 


ronto, maintaining  an  office  at  St.  Michael's 
and  often  having  lunch  in  the  College's  fac- 
ulty dining  room. 

Professor  Cameron  came  to  Toronto  in 
1971,  appointed  the  first  University  of  St. 
Michael's  College  Professor.  A  graduate  of 
Balliol  College,  Oxford,  he  taught  at  the 
Universities  of  Southampton,  Leicester,  and 
Leeds.  He  was  Visiting  Professor  at  the  Uni- 


versity of  Notre  Dame,  Indiana,  and  at 
Newman  College  in  the  University  of  Mel- 
bourne, Australia,  and  the  Terry  Lecturer 
at  Yale  University.  He  came  to  St.  Michael's 
after  serving  as  Professor  of  Philosophy  and 
Master  of  Rutherford  College,  University 
of  Kent  at  Canterbury,  England. 

In  presenting  Professor  Cameron  for  the  St. 
Michael's  degree  of  Doctor  of  Sacred  Let- 
ters honons  causa  in  November  of  1990,  Pro- 
fessor Margaret  O'Gara  spoke  of  him  as  "a 
man  who  stands  in  the  Catholic  intellectual 
tradition  that  holds  together  thought  and 
faith."  The  students,  faculty,  and  others  who 
came  to  know  Professor  Cameron  as 
teacher,  colleague,  mentor  and  friend  can 
certainly  echo  those  words. 

In  his  homily  at  the  Mass  of  Resurrection 
celebrated  for  Professor  Cameron  in  St.  Bas- 


il's Church  on  6  January  of  this  year.  Fa- 
ther Charles  Leland,  C.S.B.,  a  colleague  and 
close  friend,  described  succinctly  the  man 
who  had  contributed  greatly  to  the  life  of 
St.  Michael's.  "Professor  Cameron  was  a 
man  for  all  seasons:  scholar,  essayist,  poet, 
one-time  political  activist,  creative  thinker, 
administrator.  But  I  think  that  none  of  these 
categories  actually  defines  our  friend.  He 
was  a  man  worth  more  than  the  sum  total 
of  his  parts.  His  ultimate  greatness  lies  be- 
yond and  above.  Professor  Cameron  was  a 
believer,  a  man  of  deep  faith....  In  these  times 
of  complexity  and  confusion,  it  is  hearten- 
ing to  come  across  straightforward  spiritu- 
ality: loving  God,  loving  family  and  friends, 
ever  walking  humbly  with  the  Lord.  Erudi- 
tion James  Cameron  had  in  abundance  but 
always  coupled  with  'a  right  state  of  heart.'"

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Professor  Paulette  Collet  and 
La  troupe  des  anciens  save  a  great 
St.  Michael's  tradition

In  days  gone  by,  the  stories  tell  us, 
a  wizard  could  sit  in  his  tower  and 
view  the  world  through  an  en- 
chanted window.  The  window  of 
the  booth  in  the  St.  Michael's  Thea- 
tre is  not  unlike  those  enchanted 
windows  of  Faerie,  since  from  that 
vantage  point  a  stage  manager  can 
see  and  hear  a  world  of  activity. 
Theatre  is  always  magic.  Ama- 
teur theaire-in  the  best  and 
truest  sense  of  the  word 
"amateur'—is  an  even 
more  powerful  enchantment 
as  it  brings  together  people 
from  a  host  of  worlds  and  lives 
to  create  and  share  a  creative,  dra- 
matic experience  with  an  audience  and 
with  each  other.  This  year's  St.  Michael's 
French  production  of  La  Cantatrice  Chauve 
and  Le  Medecin  Malgre  Lui  on  25,  26,  27  of 
January  was  a  magical  event  in  more  ways 
than  one. 

It  was  twenty-seven  years  ago,  with 
the  production  of  Moliere's 
L'Amour  Medecin,  that  a  St. 
Michael's  Professor,  Mad- 
ame Paulette  Collet,  be- 
gan what  has  become  an 
impressive  and  treasured 
campus  cultural  tradition. 
Since  then,  there  has  been 
a  theatrical  production  in 
French  every  year.  What 
began  with  St.  Michael's  stu- 
dents in  front  of  paper  flats  il- 
luminated by  a  half-dozen  flood- 
lights grew  to  a  French  Depart- 
ment credit  course,  "Staging 
Moliere,"  drawing  on  talent  from 
the  entire  UofT  campus.  The 
venue  has  changed  over  the  years-St.  Bas- 
il's College,  Upper  Brennan,  the  U.C.  Play- 
house, and  the  "New  Vic."  With  the  open- 
ing of  the  theatre  in  Alumni  Hall  at  St. 
Michael's,  "the  French  Play"  found  a  more 
permanent  home,  as  well  as  the  complexi- 
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ties  of  sound,  lights,  and  stage  rigging.  How- 
ever, when  the  formal  structure  of  a  credit 
course  in  French  theatre  came  to  an  end 
just  last  year,  "the  French  Play"  (and  a  great 
St.  Michael's  tradition)  was  faced  with  an- 
other challenge. 

La  Troupe  Des  Anciens  was  an  answer 
to  the  challenge.  Twice  before,  in 
1984  and  in  1987,  plays  were  pro- 
duced by  Mme  CoUet  with  all 
alumni  casts,  and  now, 
drawing  on  a  quarter 
century  of  theatre 
history  and  experi- 
ence, this  dynamic 
teacher  and  director  as- 
sembled a  cast  and  crew 
to  continue  the  production 
of  "the  French  Play"  at  St. 
Michael's.  The  process  of  prepa- 
ration involved  juggling  an  array  of  personal 
schedules  and  commitments  so  people  could 
come  back  to  St.  Mike's  for  another  round 
of  acting,  set  building,  costuming,  and  set 
decor;  in  other  words,  it  involved 
allowing  people  to  come  back 
to  our  theatrical  roots. 

For  La  Troupe  Des  Anciens 
it  has  been  an  incredible  op- 
portunity to  work  and  play 
together,  and  to  continue  to 
learn  from  Professor  Collet, 
an  incomparable  teacher-direc- 
tor.  The   tradition   of   "the 
French  play"  will,  we  trust, 
continue  at  St.  Michael's  for 
years  to  come,  always  "plus 
fort,"  always  "avec  energie." 
And  that  is  the  magic  of  the 
theatre-the  life,  the  energy, 
and  even  the  fun! 

(Ed's  note:  Julie  McLaughlin  has 
been  involved  in  "the  French  Play" 
as  actress,  make-up  person,  lighting  designer 
since  1973;  of  late  she  has  been  the  stage- 
manager.  Audiences  of  over  200  attended 
each  performance.)

On  the  weekend  of  7-9  June  panicipanis  in 
the  1996  Michaelmas  Conference  will  be 
addressing  the  topic  of  "Catholic  Life  and 
Morality  Today."  Although  the  schedule  is 
not  yet  finalized,  it  is  anticipated  rhat  such 
themes  as  morality  and  government;  moral- 
ity, life  and  death;  children,  parents  and  mo- 
rality, and  morality  and  conscience  will  be 
explored.

North  American  and  beyond.  Our  role  in 
catholic  education  has  never,  in  my  opin- 
ion, been  more  needed.  It  will  be  St. 
Michael's  graduates  in  the  next  century  who, 
grounded  in  a  true  understanding  of  our 
Faith,  will  be  called  upon  to  help  provide 
leadership  for  our  Church  at  the  parish  and 
regional  levels."
